As
we enter the groat east doors we find
the vandal has been at work upon the
the panels beyond all repalr, These
doors, for which congress pald 390,000
and upon which the bralns of the country
was engaged for years to produce, are
now & mass of multllation; every part
of the bronxe which Js not & part of
the polld casting has heen broken off.
Theme panels were designed to perpet-
uate In history the deeds of the revolu-
tion, and not belong alone to the present
generwtion, They are the property of all
the people who nre now here and those
who are Lo come

The ends of the pistol,
the bayonets and, in several Instances,
the buttons of the coats have been
chipped off. It must noet be Imagined
that this was an easy job, in some cases
't was necessiary to use hammer and cold
chisel, and in ‘othera even a crowbar was
required to bremk the oasting. In one
or two instances the vandal, not being
able to remove any particle, has muti-
lated the eyes of the figures.
Throughout the Natlonal Museum are
hundireds of instances where the vandal has
destroyed property of untold value, but of
inte yeoars most of the exhibite have besan
encased, and acte of vandalism are more
rare than formerly.

Unecle Sam's money laundry for washing
solled paper currency has been Lha subject
of much comment. 'The genaral opinion
seems to be that the governmant scheme
will be Imitated by the banks, which will
find It cheaper to do their own washing
than to pay express chaigen on money to
and from the Washington laundry,

The cost of Installing & money washing
plant is not expected to exceed from $00
to §100 In most cases. The government |s
planning to give the bankers the benefit
of what It learns from Its own experiment,
The whole process s quite simple. It has
been found that the best mediue) igr
cleansing the bills s soapruds ‘mads U)o
almost any grade of potash soap.

Following & vigorous churning ls sonys
witer and a bleaching the bifls are rinind
in worm water. One stage whers cara (il
e exércised Is In the bleachiug ooerojion,
and It is not yet determined jusr #i. in-
gredients in a bleaching powder glve fyiiost
nssurance of indicting no injury to the bills,
All the bllls of lower denomination have
been found to launder satisfactorlly, but
the Ink employed in the printing of some
of the bllls of high valus shows a tend-
ency to run when washed. However, Lhers
fs Nitle need of laundering these longer
lived bllis,

After the washed biils are dried by artl-
fletal heat they are put through a slsing
machine, which by means of n bath of |
alum and glus restores the finlsh of the
paper. Finally the biils are paoked between
large sheets of cardboard and run through
n preas, which In addition to the application
of great welght linparts a pecular elongat-
Ing motion to each package, with the re-
nult that the rejuvenated bills emerge with
all the corisp appearance and body of newly
manufactured currency,

Only a banker can appreciate what the

TIPPLES FOR EVERY TASTE

Drinks of All Natlons and Hacea
Afford All Varieties of
Headnchen,

It would take a person just about one
month to start at the Battery In New York
Clty and drink s moderate amount of va-
rious kinds of tipplea which are dispensed
from there to the Bronx. In Whitehall
sireet and also In the tenderioin distriet
may be procured pulque and mescal, These
are Mexican drinks, so-called, but in reality
are purely Axtec. They were used by the
Incan long before the times of Flearro and
Corteg. Pulque s & sourlsh beer made from
the ngave. It looks lilke milk and water,
has & not unpleasant taste and {8 aboul As
sirong as ordinary table beer. Mescal s
obtained by distilling pulque, and s & flery
fluld of yvellow color and a wery corrosive
aroma. It produces what the cowboy calls
a crazy drunk, and 8 sald o contaln more
inebriety 1o the cuble Inch than any other
drink known,

In the IMtle Spanish restaurants in the
wobacoo district, near Malden Lane and
FPearl street, are sold the common and
ooarse wines of Spain and Portugal, as well
as the Hguors which were invented by for-
gotten monks. ‘The wines are generaMy
red, full bodled, rather sweet, and quite
harsh. They contain a great deal of tannin
and mre sald by their friends o cure dys-
pepdla, and by foes o oreals the worst
formas of that dread disorder. The llquors
which are made from chocolste, tea and
cinnamon, with cloves, mare extremely
palatible and would add o our own bill
of fare,

In the business districl, between Malden
Lane and Beekman sireel are many res-
tauranis and pothouses where the Canadian
can obtain his ale and rye whisky, the
Irishman his potheen, the Scolchman his
Highand dew and the Cockney his rum,
shrum, dog's nose and bltier, i

Half & mile uptown bLrings the visltor
Inte the Chinese gquarter. Here our almond
eyed cousins drink, but pever get drunk
upon samsul, \Ungks-peh and No-mai-jow
The first s a wine or beer made from rice,
It Is the color of sherry and has a pleasant
vinous flavor. Different kinds have dif-
ferent tastes, ranging from a siubacid to a
moderate sweetneas. The Ung-ka-peh be-
longa to the llguor class and suggests
Chartreuse In charscier and AppoRTRIICE.
No-mal-jow Is another dlstillate mada from |
rlve wine and flavered with lemon and |
other fruits. Nearly all of the Chinese
drinks possess the curious feature of cloy-
Ing the appetite with & small gquantity,
They are served in Uny porcelaln cupe,
which hold & tablespoonful. Five of these
oups is about all & person drinks, or cares
W drink at & meal.
